AREA DIRECTORS RESIGN 


It is always with deep regret that we 
announce the resignation of a fellow worker. 
What shall we say, then, when it becomes 
necessary to announce the resignation of 
five state directors of Christian education 
at one time? 


It will be noted that only two of the five 
persons resigning have been in the work for 
as long as three years. In two instances 
the director served his area but a single 
year. The Associated Home Mission Agencies 
of our denomination have gone on record urg- 
ing a minimum five-year tenure for all work- 
ers. This recommendation has been made in 
an effort to stem the rapid turn-over of 
leadership in the home mission field. 


Miss Eva Basara - Leaves her work in Wis- 
GonSin as of September 30, 1948. She has 
accepted a position in the headquarters 
office of the Chicago Baptist Association. 
Miss Basara began her work in Wisconsin on 
May 1, 1946. 


Daniel J. Dunbar - Resigned as of August 31, 
1948, as the director of Christian education 
in Colorado. He will return to the pastor- 
ate in Rockwood, Tennessee. Mr. Dunbar. be- 
gan his work in Colorado on September 1, 1947. 


Truman Halvorsen - 
of Christian education in North Dakota on 
September 30, 1948, having served one year and 
one month. Returning to the pastorate. 


J. Gordon Hynes = Closed his work as di- 
rector of aarietian education and evangelism 
in Michigan on August 31, 1948. Dr. Hynes 
will join the faculty of Redlands Univer- 
sity. He began his work in Michigan on 
April 1, 1945. 


Clarence J. Stauffer - Resigned as of June 
15, 1948 as the director of Christian educa- 
tion in Oregon. No word has reached us as 
to his plans for the future. He began in 
Oregon on January 15, 1945. 


NEW APPOINTMENTS 


O. V. Robinson - Became the successor of J. 
Gordon Hynes in Michigan on September 1, 
1948. Mr. Robinson had previously served on 
the staff of the Michigan Baptist Convention 
as director of town and country work.

George Swope - Has accepted the call to be- 
come the director of Christian education for 
the New York Baptist City Society. Mr. 
Swope will begin his new work on October 
first.

OUR EVANGELISM CRUSADE 


The Crusade for Christ Through Evangelism 
continues to command our attention. To this 
end plans have been in the making looking 
toward an increased tempo in our efforts to 
win the unreached for Christ and the church. 


The September issue of Baptist Leader went 
all out in giving evangelism a central place 
in the program of Christian teaching. Every 
teacher in our local Baptist churches should 
have a copy for continual reference in the 
weeks and months ahead. 


Earlier in the summer we made available an 
attractive eight-page brochure entitled, 
"Christian Teaching the ongoing business of 
Evangelism" which sets forth the basic meth- 
ods or techniques in our program. Something 
of the philosophy which undergirds our whole 
approach is stated in the little free pamph- 
let, "Christian Education and Evangelism." 


NEW MAILING SCHEDULE 


Beginning with this issue Judson Journal 
will be sent out on a bi-monthly basis. This 
means a total of five editions for the year 
as Judson Journal is not issued during July, 
August, or September. The former schedule 
called for nine editions. 


The new mailing schedule represents an 
effort to economize. As with everything 
else the cost of producing and distributing 
Judson Journal has mounted sharply during 
the last two or three years. Unfortunately 
our budget has not expanded proportionately 
and the time has come when we must adjust 
our expenditures to such resources as we 
have reason to believe will be available. 
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Our fifth season at GREEN LAKE came to a 
close with flying colors! More conferences, 
larger numbers, and greater values than ever 
before! ! 


Tnose who had been to Green Lake in previous 
years were amazed at the many evidences of 
expansion and improvement. The grounds, for 


example, looked lovlier than when we first 
possessed the land back in 1944. Five for- 
mal dedication services during the summer 


months gave eloquent witness to the extent 
and variety of new developments already 
underway. 

A magnificent year-around dwelling, former- 


ly privately owned, together with five roll- 
ing acres of ground, became available to the 


Assembly as a center for the development of. 


religious music. What was once a silo has 
become "The Prayer Tower" with its upper 
room beautifully and appropriately furnish- 
ed. Five new cabins were erected. The 
first nine holes of the golf course were 
put in shape thus giving us an eighteen-hole 
golf course second to none in the entire 
area. 


A new high was reached in the number of per- 
sons visiting Green Lake during the summer. 
When all the figures are available they will 
show an attendance well over 10,000 persons. 
The season now extends from May 1 until late 
in October thus making it possible for an 
increasing number of groups to make full use 
of the marvelous facilities at Green Lake. 
Scores of groups have already inquired about 
reservations for next summer. 


Fifth Anniversary Season 


At no time during 
the past five 
years have we en- 
joyed a more uni- 
formly high stand- 
ard of excellence 
so far as program 
was concerned. This 
was particularly 
true in the broad 
field of the fine 
arts -- including 
music, drama, and 
religious paint- 
ings: in) this 
realm alone it is 
doubtful if what 
was offered at 
Green Lake this & 
summer could be_ ae 
duplicated at any'summer conference grounds 
in America. These features, however, re- 
presented only the "plus" elements in a pro- 
gram that literally scintilated from beginn- 
ing to end. Every day there were high 
points of spiritual insight and inspiration. 
Thus by means of worship and study and dis — 
cussion and training, several thousand of 
our people returned home better equipped to 
live the Christian life and to serve God 
and their fellows. They had experienced 
"A Closer Walk with God."

MISSIONARY EDUCATION FOR CHILDREN 


In our program of Missionary Education for 
children one of the chief purposes is to 
help boys and girls to become world minded 
Christians, In helping to shape young lives 
and thinking to accept a place of responsi- 
bility for sending the gospel message of 
Jesus Christ around the world we are giving 
direction to purposeful Christian living and 
growing. 


If one should like to analyze our whole pro- 
gram I believe that the suggested four goals 
and objectives are those upon which our pro- 
gram is based. 


First of all as boys and girls accept Jesus 
Christ as Lord and Saviour, and come to know 
His plan for the world's salvation,: they 
must also accept a share in the work of the 
church as it relates itself to a world pro- 
gram of spreading the message of Christ in 
its own community as well as far around the 
world. 


Secondly, our program helps boys and girls 
to become acquainted with children in other 
lands. This is accomplished through a use 
of the mission study books prepared annually 
by the Missionary Education Movement. In 
these, boys and girls meet the children of 
other lands and come to know something of 
their background, problems, family life, 
church and church school 
well as the impact of Christianity upon 
their own lives and the people of their com- 
munity. The contributions that each group 
makes in art, science, literature and cul- 
ture are a part of the growing awareness of 
the contribution of various people. 


Our next step is to help our boys and girls 
to become acquainted with our own Northern 
Baptist program of outreach. It is impor- 
tant to us to know where we have mission 
Situations, what kind of work is done by 
the missionaries and who our missionaries 
are. In our annually prepared Baptist Mis- 
Sion Study Guide we help boys and girls to 
know where we are at work around the world 
and something of the people who are carrying 
the story of Jesus Christ as our emissaries. 


Finally, in our program of Missionary Edu- 
cation we feel that one of the most impor- 
tant relationships that children need to 
feel is a full participation in the program. 
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relationships as.

to interpret the different fields of mission 
service.

FAMILY CENTERED 


EVANGELISM 


Evangelism should be a concern of the 
home as well as the church. If men, women, 
and youth are to be won to Christ, Christian 
homes must become centers of spiritual per- 

-suasion and of encouragement. Parents, by 
precept and example, are uniquely situated 
to bear witness to the love and goodness of 
God, and to the saving power of His Son. 


No program of Christian education is com- 
plete that fails to emphasize the imperative 
necessity of establishing and maintaining 
homes in which every member of the family is 
nurtured in the Christian way of life. In- 


deed, Christian educators are singularly 
privileged to lead parents to a conscious- 
ness, and toa sense of pride in making 


their homes centers of dedication, Christian 
example, and unselfish service. 


For all who are actively engaged in pro- 
grams of Christian education, the following 
statement in Volume 39, No. 3, Federal Coun- 
cil Bulletin impressively interprets a  con- 
cept of "family-centered Christianity" that 
merits serious reflection and application: 


"Early Protestantism sought to bring the 
life of the individual and the church back 
to a New Testament basis. On this founda- 
tion it developed and maintained great evan- 
gelistic strength. Later, paralleling and 
aiding the secular drive for universal edu- 
cation religious nurture received new empha- 
sis as a means of transmitting Christian ex- 
perience from one generation to another. 


"Whether the greater attention was on 
evangelism or religious education, the 
Christian home was a factor of primary con- 
sequence. It was and is the greatest in- 
fluence in shaping the religious attitudes 
of children and youth. For good or for ill, 
parents teach religion by what they say and 
do and are. Since this is true, it becomes 
more and more clear that we have laid upon 
the Sunday school a greater load than it can 
carry. 


"A new emphasis that promises to be re- 
volutionary holds that our educational pro- 
grams must frankly face the fact that the 
family is the greatest educational influence 
in the religious shaping of life. Church 
and Sunday school are means of supplementing

and also guiding the training which begins 
in the Christian home. They are not sub- 
stitutes for home training. Interdenomina~ 
tional and denominational offices are re- 
cognizing this as never before, 


"The evangelical movement must be Bible- 
conscious, church-conscious, evangelistic, 
educational and social; but if it is to ex- 
press fully its own genius and its convic- 
tion that God is concerned with all of man's 
life, it must have a rich development of 
family-centered Christianity. 


"The phrase ‘the church that is in thy 
house' does not merely reflect the fact 
that early Christians worshipped in homes 
before there were church buildings: it car- 
ries a deep truth about Christianity itself. 


"The Christian religion is based on love 
exalted to its best and fullest expression. 
Since God is love, family love, wise and 
creative, helps both parents and children to 
a better understanding of God. Such love is 
good in itself and aclue to spiritual 
understanding and social betterment. 


"If we can get the church into the home, 
there will be no question about getting the 
home into the church. If the church builds 
up homes, homes will build up the church; 
and people will be happier, churches will be 


stronger. Thus God's way will be known upon 
earth and His saving grace among all 
nations." 
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MARRIAGE COUNSELING 
Staggering statistics on separation and 
divorce in this country serve to emphasize 
the seriour need for counseling services 
that are adequate to deal with problems of 
marital and family adjustment. At no period 
in our history has there been a more urgent 
demand for trained counselors. Yet, no 
existing group, professional or otherwise, 
possesses enough resources or personnel to 
meet current needs in this field. For this 
reason, pastors, and directors of Christian 
education ought to be encouraged to under- 
take an expansion of their ministries to in- 
clude competent counselor services. 


If American families and married couples 
are to receive spiritual guidance in hours 
of marital crisis, trained, understanding 
counselors must be available for the sharing 
of problems. Specialists in family rela- 
tions estimate that in the United States and 
Canada at least 10,000,000 marriages are in 
need of marital counseling, and that thou- 
sands are being added to this number every 
year. 


Indeed, thousands of counselors must be 
trained to assist people in solving family 
problems, In addition to psychiatrists, 
psychologists, and social workers, there is 
areal place and need for pastors and pro- 
fessional religious workers as well as com 
petent laymen and laywomen. 


The American Institute of Family Rela- 
tions in choosing its own marriage counse- 
lors, is guided largely by the following 
qualifications: 


1. Good moral character, social point of 
view, and sound and well-informed ethical 
standards. 

2. A well-integrated personality. 

5. Experience of successful marriage. 

4. Knowledge of human nature. 

5. Willingness to study. 

6. Empathy, - the ability to put oneself 
in another's place without losing objecti- 
vity. 

7. Adequate experience. The real test 
of a counselor is the ability to succeed in 
practice. 


In short; good counselors are produced 
from emotionally mature persons who are deep- 
ly interested in the subject, willing to 
work hard at it, willing to recognize their 
own limitations and try to overcome them, 
and who are possessed of that inborn talent 
or gift which enables one to be a successful 
counselor.

CHARLES HADDON SPURGEON'S LIBRARY 

and Other Treasures 
Baptist Colleges in,the United States have 
many collectors' items in the form of 
missionary exhibits and books of interest 
to bibliophiles - In the course of a’ trip 
in the mid-west in the summer of 1948, we 
discovered amine of riches in the library 
at William Jewell College in Liberty, Mo. 
The school librarian, Miss Opal Carlin, has 
prepared a beautiful brochure which tells 
about some of the remarkable treasures 
available, but too few of us have seen even 
that booklet. 


in our opinion is one of the 
of the "Breeches Bible" printed 
in England in 1583. Any book so old would 
be of interest, but here is a famous old 
Bible. It is possible to see this upon re- 
quest if you go out to the school, which is 
located about 15 miles from Kansas City.

This Bible is a part of the Charles Haddon 
Spurgeon Library which came into possession 
of the school in 1905. The title page is 
properly decorated and reads:

HUBMAIER COLLECTION 
In addition to this great Spurgeon library 
there is another rare collection. The lib- 
rary holds the only complete collection of 
the writings of Dr. Balthasar Hubmaier, who 
was burned at the stake in Vienna because of 
his religious beliefs in 1528. He was an 
Anabaptist and became the chief pamphleteer 
for the reform group which was the forerumer 
of several modern denominations. 


This collection is in full size photogra- 
phic form bound in six volumes. When the 
library received the writings, Dr. W. 0. 
Lewis, the collector, was commissioner of 
the American Baptist Foreign Mission Society 
in Europe. He also has been the General 
Secretary of the Baptist World Alliance. He 
found these authentic writings of Hubmaier 
mainly in the state library of Berlin, the 
library of the University of Rostock, the 
National library of Vienna, and the State 
Archives of Moravia in Brno, Czechoslovakia.

have found real satisfaction in facing their 
evangelistic responsibilities toward the un- 


reached discovered through the Enlargement 
Program. 
One phase of the Program is the census 


which reveals as no other means every person 
who ought to be reached for Jesus Christ. 
This is followed by a program of fellowship 
outreach which is initiated during the En- 
largement Program. Through this means, 
these folk are brought into the church 
school classes and various fellowship groups 
where they come to Inow the meaning of 
Christian fellowship and the Christian life. 


Commitment. This period of cultivation pre- 
pares eventually for that significant point 
in the Christian experience of decision for 
Christian discipleship. Such a decision is 
now made intelligently and with full aware- 
ness of the significance of “accepting Jesus 
Christ." Such programs as Home Visitation 
Evangelism are of excellent help in this 
period. 


Conservation. In any enduring program of 
‘evangelism, there must be not only the deci- 
sion to accept Jesus Christ as Lord and 
Saviour, but also to grow in the Christian 
life itself. The Church School Enlargement 
Program is concerned with this phase of 
evangelism as with the other two in that it 
places appropriate emphasis on the quality 
of the Christian teaching program of the 
church. 


During the five and one-half years of the 
Enlargement Program, 451 churches have made 
use of the Program, sending out 23,017 cen- 


sus takers to secure information on the 
religious affiliation of approximately 
1,381,000 persons. Of these, 146,124 were 


discovered to be actual prospects for the 
churches using the Program. The average 
number of census takers sent out by each 
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church was 51; the average number of pros- 
pects discovered by each church was 324; the 
average number of prospects per census taker 
amounted to 6.

Johnston as National Director, and another 


Program will be held at Penn Yan, New York, 
Nov. 10 = 19. This will be of an unusual 
nature in that the members of the state 


staff will act as visiting leaders.

Dear Sir: 


Although there is ample religious education 
provided by our church, there is very inade- 
quate leadership training. As a result, we 
have a problem in regard to rendering ser- 
vice. Young people are reluctant to take 
over offices or help in preparing programs 
because they do not have the training which 
would prevent the duty from becoming a bur- 
den to them. 


For the young people who attend summer camps 
regularly, there is an excellent opportunity 


for study and preparation and even a try at 


leadership. However, ina survey of our 
young people's department, we learned that 
less than ten percent of the department had 
ever attended a summer camp session. 


During the nine years I have attended this 
church, only one Standard Leadership Train- 
ing Course has been offered through the 
church school. 


When asked to lead a ten minute devotional 
period preceding the church school lesson, 
most of those asked to perform this service 
become more bewildered than if asked to an- 
swer ten geometry problems. This, from 
young people eighteen to twenty-five years 
of age, to me seems to show a lack of train- 
ing and instruction, during their younger 
years. 


I believe- there should be an opportunity for 
boys and girls to prepare themselves to ac- 
cept their responsibility and leadershir 
when the time comes. 


summer camps should be 
promoted one hundred percent, scholarships 
awarded, training classes held by the 
churches, and ample opportunity given for 
individual participation.

Shaohsing a Chekiang » China 


"In Shaohing city our church and the Church 
Missionary Society folk are cooperating in 
four schools. At our church we have 200 
children and 9 teachers. At our Baptist 
Yuih Kwong primary school we have 230 chil- 
dren ina school run by the Middle School 
students. The student government is in 
charge and some 30 students are helping one 
way or another. In addition to the students 
two older women are teaching Bible classes. 
At the Church Missionary Society church 
there are about 80 children and about three 
teachers. The Church Missionary Society has 
another center with over 90 children and 
four teachers. We could have registered far 
more children but did not have the space for 
them, nor the leaders. 


"Out of the city I kmow of a school at Bing 
S with perhaps 30 children and possibly two 
people helping. In a small place outside of 
Hangchow I know another small school is get- 
ting started. And in one center out of 
Huchow the pastor is hoping for a hundred 
children. These three are run largely by 
young men who have been graduated from our 
Ming Dao Bible School and are now working in 
these centers. 


"At Siao San the pastor is 
school of about 200 children.

We 
try to have the majority of the children un- 
schooled youngsters, although many students 
come too. 


"We make the D.V.B.S. more of an effort to 
reach the hitherto unreached."

"Iam answering your letter in regard to 
D.V.B.S. work both for Miss E. Grace Bullard 
and for myself as she has been in the United 
States on furlough since March of this year, 
and I am in her place on the Kavali Field. 


"This summer was my first opportunity to 
have a first hand contact with D.V.B.S. work 
in India, and I have found it a most reward- 
ing experience. For a number of years Miss 
Bullard and Miss M. Reifsneider carried on 
Vacation Bible Schools here, and this year 
we were grateful to see a remarkable in- 
crease in interest on the part of the Chris- 
tian people. 


"Participating in the conducting of these 
schools were many of our Junior High School 
students, school teachers, and trained Bible 
women; and not only were there girls and 
women enthusiastic in this work, but several 
older boys and men became very active lead- 
ers, also. 


"Now for a few interesting facts about these 
schools. These D.V.B.S. were held not only 
in our town churches but under trees and in 
mud-walled thatch roofed village schools and 
churches as well. Quite a number of the 
children attending the Vacation Schools are 
unable to attend school and hence can not 
read or write. 


"A number of our Junior High students volun- 
teered for this work, and in several in- 


stances they themselves conducted the 
schools when there was no older person to. 
lead. 


"One of ‘our new Vacation Schools was begun 
in a village where there are practically no 
Christians, yet the 62 children came with 
great enthusiasm and would go each morning 
to bring our Bible Women to the school 
rather than the usual procedure of the women 
having to call the children to come. These 
Bible women reported joyfully that they did 
not have a moment of rest all day, as the 
children claimed their attention all morning 
and the mothers of the children insisted on 
the Bible women talking to them all after- 
noon and evening."

"Since the war the type of D.V.B.S. in many 
places has changed. Schools able to reopen 
have conducted little free schools for poor 
children in their neighborhoods, during the 
school year. High school students, both 
boys and girls, have taught these from 3:30 
to 5:30 each day and then hada Sunday 
School for an hour or so on Sunday after- 


nogns. These schools have kept going during 
the summer vacation, and D.V.B.S. methods, 
lessons, etc., have been added. Materials 


for handwork have been both hard to find and 
too expensive to use as in pre-war times, 
but a little has been done of a type that 
the children could sell, as the making of 
straw fans, hemp twine and paper flowers. 


"It has seemed wonderful to me that so many 
groups of children were able to meet in 
D.V.B.S. or little free schools during all 
the summers of the war."

"From our own Burman Woman's Bible School we 
sent out students during hot season. They 
conducted 23 schools in various places. Our 
school has both Methodist and Baptist stu- 
dents, so we had interdenominational groups 
to that extent. Racially we have a number 
of groups represented in our school, and 
work was held among Burmans, Sgaw-Karens, 
Pwo-Karens, Southern Chins, at least. Some 
schools were held in areas where a single 
Bible School girl worked with the local 
Christians. Schools were conducted in both 
Christian and non-Christian areas. In fact 
it was in one non-Christian village that the 
parents were so pleased that they sent a 
written request for the same workers to re- 
turn to their village next year. 


"I do not know that any conversions resulted 
from that school. It takes a lot of seed- 
sowing among the Buddhists. But we are hop- 
ing and praying that as they learn what the 
Gospel is and what it means to be a Chris- 
tian, that decisions will be made. . I think 
the Vacation Schools

WEEKDAY CHURCH SCHOOLS 


The State Justice Department has ruled that 
Pennsylvania public schools can legally 
Sponsor released time religious instruction 
off school property during the classroom day 
period, and the State law requiring teachers 
to read ten verses from the Bible to stu- 
dents each school day, without comment, was 
held not in violation of a recent Supreme 
Court Decision on religious education in 
Illinois. The opinion, written by Deputy 
Attorney General John C. Phillips, held that 
public schools cannot legally be used for 
religious instruction, either during or 
after school hours, but that religious and 
church history as "part of a general course 
conducted by a public school teacher, taught 
objectively and not for the purpose of pro- 
pagating particular religious doctrines or 
beliefs," may be included.

Church Camping 


Camping is recognized as a part of the total 
program of Christian education of the church. 
The nature of church camping is such that it 
offers unique learning opportunities, thus 
enriching the year-round experience of the 
individual. 


Church camping is characterized by an actual 
experience of living out-of-doors. Simple 
living in natural surroundings provides en- 
vironment conducive to the development and 
practice of the Christian spirit. This 
setting deepens the camper's understanding 
of God and His purposes. 


The 24-hour-a-day experience provides oppor- 
tunities for Christian community living. 
Through group living, intimate camper- 
counselor relationships create opportunities 
to understand and practice the teachings of 
Jesus. 


Camp is a situation away from home providing 
opportunities for growing-up experiences for 
boys and girls. For persons of all ages it 
gives a new perspective with regard to the 
individual in home, church, and community. 


The conscious effort to establish Christian 
environment offers unique opportunities for 
Christian growth and for each camper to take 
the next step inhis personal religious 
decisions, ; 


The organized camping movement of today knows 
no boundry of race or creed. People of many 
nations have shared in the enriching experi- 


ence of out-of-doors living through organiz-- 


ed camping for almost a century. 


Church camping recognizes the contribution 
of those who have pioneered through the years 
‘in the camping movement. It accepts its 
responsibility to contemporary camping 
through constantly improving its own prac- 
tices and through cooperative effort. 


Church camps share with the entire camping 
movement the obligation for exploring the 
opportunities of creative living within our 
communities at a time when the world's great- 
est need is a sense of world community.
